SAYS ‘HIS FRIEND WAS BLACKLISTED 


In this connection Dr. Runge reviews at length the charges which 
the health commissioner has brought against R. E. Lee Gibson, former 


chief clerk at the institution. 
While declaring that he is confident of Gibson’s integrity, Dr. 


Runge says he invites the fullest investigation of his own official con- 


duct. 
Gibson, as recently told in the Post-Dispatch, has been accused of 
having taken supplies from the asylum for his personal use. 

One of the chief witnesses is William A. Clark, aged 65 years. Dr. 


Runge says that Clark was formerly an inmate of the Insane Asylum. 
He refers to the record which shows that Clark was entered as a patient 
July 3, 1900, and that a diagnosis of his case revealed that he was suf- 
fering from " walluginations, imagining that he was loading and un- 
loading wagons.’ 
‘Going into the case further, Dr, Runge charges that Dr. Simon has 
been endeavoring to besmirch him. 
He retates“that Dr. Oatmau, whom Dr. Simon promised to’ retain, 
as a dispensary physician, was discharged for no other reason than that 
he had been seen in Dr. Runge’s company.

| Dr. Runge states that his official relations with the health commis- 
sioner began on May 11504 a few days after Dr. Simon was appointed to 
office.

Immediately thereafter the health 
commissioner ordered various changes in the personnel of employes at 
the institution, and appointed several persons over the superintendent’ 8 
protest.

AND HEALTH COMMISSIONER WHOSE ADMINISTRATION HE CONDEMNS

DR. E. C. RUNGE. 


May 16, 189%, I entered on my duties as 
Superintenden of our City Megane Asylum, 
and have been at this post now far nearly 
nine years. Today my*resignation is in the 
Hands of the mayor. These two events 

mark the beginning and the end of my 
officiah career. The first event does not 


jneed any explanation, while she second 


am duty bound to explain publicly; tomy. 
employers, i..e.-my fellew-citizens, in ‘Whose 
service I have labored these many yéars. 
Ignorance of conditions or outright malice 
are audibly whispering around me that I 
am resigning under fire. 

I may be permitted to indulge here in 
a reminiscence. When, just three years ago, 
on the Black Friday of our institution, 1 
flung defiance in the teeth ofa partly cow- 
ardly, partly corrupt administration by re- 
fusing to submit to candles and to a pos- 
sible holocaust endangering the lives of my 
charges, I surely did not prove to be of 
the stuff cowards are made of. By acting 
thus with my own poor means fer those 
whose sacred duty it was to avert such 
catastrophe, I believe I contributed my mite 
toward arousing public éonscience, which 
found forceful expression in the mobb.ng 
of the City Hall by some of our most rep- 
resentative citizens. And, best of all, the 
mob attained its end for the simple reason 
that, whlie not every coward in official life 
is corrupt—nay, we have had ultra-respect- 
able cowards in offical garb—certainly 
every corrupt official is än arrant coward. 

The following recital sHould convince my 

fellow-citizens that my resignation had no 
connection with inc.denta of the recent 
past, but was the result of cumulative in- 
fluences; as a proof I may mention that as 
far back as last July, I spoke of the pos- 
sibility of such action, in a conversation 
with his honor the mayor. 
I shall begin my statement with a review 
of the comm ssary department of our in- 
stitution, ag it is at present the focus of 
public scrutiny and discussion. 


COMMISSARY DEPARTMENT. 


In the foilowing I shall quote largely 
from a lehgthy communicaation addressed 
to the former health commissioner, dated 
Feb. 22, 1903, and found on page 9 dd. in 
the copybook. I shall add, wherever al- 
lusion to the present affairs will demand 
it. 

Into the successful handling of the sup- 
plies enter four essential factors: first, 
honest selling; second, honest buying; 
third, proper delivery in quantity and 
Quality of goody purchased; fourth, proper 
distribution and utilization at the institu- 
tion. Through my dealings with a large 
number of contractors, I have acquired a 
certain degree of pessimism regarding their 
absolute reliability. Most of them, with 
some brilliant exceptions, seem to apply 
a different standard of commercial integ- 
rity to dealings with the municipality from 
that recognized when private citizens are 
the purchasers.

the Dead, Who Demand 
Privacy. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—A firm of under- 
takers on Dighth avenue, near Nineteenth 
street, have established a hotel for mourn- 
ers in connection with thelr shop. One 
would think such a¢hotel would be too un- 
canny to attract custom, but here is what 
the manager of the firm says about it: 

“We have long had in mind the project 
of furnishing quarters like these for our 
patrons, because on a number of occasions 
we have been obi'ged to find rooms in 
houses near our place for relatives of the 
dead whose funera’s were to be held in 
our establishment. A few weeks ago we 
had the body. of a man whose home was 
in the West. e had died in a hotel on 
Fifth avenue. he hotel managers refused 
to allow the body to remain under their roof. 
Two members of the dead man's family, on 
arrival here, were so indignant with the 
hotel people that they refused to patronize 
a hotel and ap vealed to us for a room in 
our bu'ldin fe gave them one and they 
seemed well pleased. uncanny as some peo- 
ple might think it to be. 

“The family paid well for their accom- 
modations, and we decided to up 
rooms on the fourth floor of the building 
to be used in case we had such a re- 
quest ain. Now we have eight rooms, 
which are rented at the rate of $2 per 
day, and for an additional dollar we serve 
We have a caterer who each day 
to that of any 
hotel in the city, and the Meals are served 
in a private dining room. It is seldom 
that the relatives of one of our dead 
meet those who are staying in another 
room, and for that reason a good many 
of those who stay in our bullding do so 
for the sake of privacy. 

“The fact that we have two chapels in 
the bullding to be used for funerals makes 
our building attractive as 2 hotel to those 
n ‘wishing to hold Tfwmaerals in their 
homes, and another reason is that some 
persons dislike calls of well-meaning peo- 
ple who offer sympathy and say things 
in some cases not agreeable. Here no one 
can ‘see the relatives of a dead person 
excent by invitation from the relative. 

There have been a good many changes 
in the undertaking business during the 
past few years. Chief among them is the 
remarkable number of colors in which 
caskets are now made up. In one under- 
taking shop in the citv there are no lees 
than a dozen cloth-covered cackets of At- 
ferent colors on exhibition. all of which 
are popular. One is a dull red. and is 
trimmed with gun metal handles and 
plate. There are also pink and rose-col- 
ored, purple. gray and drab, as well as 
white and black.’

Some 
years ago he said: “The so-called stud. 4% 
of Shakspeare is ord.narily a narrow-mind- 
hed fellow who seeks to torture the palpable 
| meaning of trivia] passages in the text into 
what are termed ‘new reasicgs. It such 
fel.ows could arouse the sleeping sp rt of 
the grand old man, recall him like. the ghost 
in ‘Hamlet’ to revisit the glimpses of the 
moon, and then submit to him their new 
readings, I can imagine his rep.y: .

ZINC MARKET ON THE BOOM.

JOPLIN, Mo., Jan. 2.—The zinc ore mar- 
ket is on the boom, and prices are fast ap- 
proaching the $40 mark, where it was pre- 
ceding the slump of a few weeks ago, 
which caused the shutdown and a curtail- 
ment of the ore production. The highest 
price reported paid this week was. $38 
per ton, an advance of $3 over last week's 
prices. 

Competi among buyers was keen, and 
the purchdses this week were heavy. The 
agents of two of the oldest smelters were 
in the market for all they could obtain at 
the current prices, and some of the smelt- 
ers that Were practically out of the market 
increased their purchases. Buying is even 
more spirited than last week, an unheard 
of event for the end of the year, and the 
stock of unsold ore is gradually being \ ipéd 
out. The Edgar Zinc Co. was the largest 
purchaser. The long-lying surplus at Au- 
rora was bought up by this company on an 
assay basis. 

Some of the producers are holding 
their ore in anticipation that 340 will 
be the market. prite before long. At 
least the present outlook is that the 
price next week will reach the $40 
mark, as competition is setting in be- 
tween the old smelting institutions and 
the new ones just starting. 

The car shortage, which prevented tha 
shipment of considerable ef the pur- 
chased ore last week, has eased up and 
loading has progressed all over the dts- 
trict with unusual vim. 

Conditions in the Joplin district are 
rapidly 8 old time form.

Prof. John F. Collins, for B years, from 
1875 to 1898, instructor in classics at Chris- 
College, died yesterday at

JAPAN DEMANDS SAME 
RIGHTS IN COREA CZAR 
CLAIMS IN MANCHURIA, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The Associated 
Press learng from an official source that 
Japan, in her last note to the Russian 
government announced that the minimum 
proposition which she can accept from 
Russia are rights in Corea equal to those 
claimed by Russia in Manchuria. 

In return, it is said, Japan agrees to 
recognize the supremacy of Russia in Man- 
churia. To this proposition the Een 
government will not give ifs approval, feel- 
ing that Japan should content herself with 
modifications in the form of cancessions in 
Corea for her commerce. 

The Russian government has not aban- 
doned hope of a diplomatic settlement of 
the question in view of the powerful pres- 
sure which Great Britain and France are 
bringing to bear upon Japan to consént to 
a continuance of the negotiations, but it is 
emphatically stated that Russia will never 
admit the parallel between her position in 
Manchuria and that of Japan in Corea.

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2 q CHARACTER STUDY OF ST. “LOUIS | 


By Eltwood Pomeroy, in January 
Number of the World Today. 


The characteristics of St. Louls that first 
strongly strikes a visitor is her repose. I 
see a smile spread over the face of the 
Chicagoan as he replles, Oh, yes, St. 
Louis is slow; we have always known 
that.“ In some matters, by Chicago's 
standard, St. Louis is slow: but too often 
that standard ig one of greed and grab. 
But that is not what I mean by repose. As 
a rule, southern olties have repose and 
northern cities lack it. But Philadelphia 
has it and so has Baltimore and Cincin- 
nati. Repose is the quiet consclousriess of 
her own strength, the quiet doing of her 
own work underterred and unspurred by 
the efforts or brag of rivals, the absence 
of both booms and depressions and the 
spirit that fosters the boom. 


. Repose gives an ease and quietness to 
life, a sense of really living while here, 
a pleasantness and courtesy to intercourse, 
whether social or business. To illustrate, 
the people on the streets of St. Louls do 
not jostle you with the exasperating stren- 
do not arrive quite as soon, but when they 
uosity they use in Chicago. Perhaps they 
do get to the end, they have retaine 
some of the serenity of mind that is en- 
tirely gone after a day's fight in Chicago's 
rush. .Their. speech has not that clipped 
sharpness heard in Chitago, but a slight, 
rather languorous, very pleasant southern 


‘drawl, with a soft melodious tone which 1 


think comes from hearing the negrd speak. 

The result is that people live in Chicago 
because their business takes them there 
or because they can make money there, 
but they do not love Cifcago. The old 
residents always speak with affection of 
“dear old St. Louis, She has won their 
love because life has been pleasant there. 
They may go away, but they are apt to 
come back to the sooty, sultry, rather ugly, 


old city, because they love her. To the 


| transient visitor from Chicago this affec- 


tion is well-nigh incomprehensible. He 
mistakes it for pride in the city; but the 
feeling aroused by St. Louis is more than 
pride; it is love. 

They do have a certain slow, silent, but 
very strong and stubborn civic pri 
which betrays itself not by words but by 
deeds. This is the feeling to which the 
promoters of the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position have appealed, and they have not 
appealed in vain, as any one can see who 
views that tremendous undertaking. It is 
this feeling which ‘led them at first to at- 
tempt to ignore and smother the Folk in- 
vestigation lest it hurt the city. And then, 
when the more clear and far-sighted said: 
“We must have a clean city government 
for our exposition and it is better to have 
pure politics than a government which is 
inwardly rotten but outwardly spotless,’’ 
this civic pride led St. Louls to back up 
these investigations and honor the fear- 
lest investigator. The more recent and 
rapidly growing western cities speak out 
their pride very frankly and often very 
funnily. St. Louis ig more like an eastern 
city and does not brag, but she has pride, 
and, of course, affection for the city rein- 
forcés the pride. 

These two qualities give a certain pleas- 
ant, provincial flavor to St. Louis. People 
worth knowing. knew each other. They are 
not so completely broken up into sets and 
el ques, as in Chicago and most large cities. 
The social atmosphere is more like that of 
a big, overgfown village, easy and pleas- 
ant. It is easy for the right people to get 
into society and money does not count for 
as much In social life as in many other 
places. Some of the most aristocratic old 
families are poor and do not try to conceal 
it, and the ladies of some of the wealthiest 
stil) go to market with basket on arm near- 
ly every day. In the older and slower 


growing cities, other things than money |

is changing, Money and exclusiveness are 
more in evidence just as the substantial, 
grimy old three and four story bulldings 
in the business section are being replaced 
by skyscrapers. 

St. Louis is situated on a bend in the 
Mississippi river on a series of gently ris- 
ing terraces, affording admirable drainage 
and sanitation. This, combined with the 
ease with which Ute is taken, its wide 
extent and numerous parks, makes gt. 
Louls the most healthy of large citiés. 
The death rate is under twenty to the 
thousand. The climate in the summer is 
sultry and oppressive, rather more so than 
the surrounding prairie, because the near- 
ness of the river means increased mois- 
ture in the air. This is increased on the 
lower of these terraces. where the business 
section is located, by the reflection of the 
heat from the higher ground. Many peo- 
ple get out ot the city in summer, and 
those remaining take it easy. This is 
one cause of ber ease in living. The nerv- 
ous system is not spurred as by the dry 
ozonized air in Denver or whipped by the 
sharp lake breezes as in Chicago or Cleve- 
land, but rather let down and soothed dy 
the continual moisture in the air. Perhaps 
the St. Loulsians do not accomplish as 
much in summer, but they live longer. 


Her summer climate is not radically dif- 
ferent from other river cities, guch as Cin- 
cinnati amd Philadelphia, but it is a de- 
cided factor in forming her character. The 
spring and fall climate is charming, but 
the winter is apt to be sloppy and wet, 
| with few of the invigorating, crystal clear, 
cold days of more northern cities. 


St. Louls is mest central of the large 
cities of our country, if we leave Alaska 
out of consideration. Its river system is 
navigable for 16.000 miles, reaching on one 
side to the Alleghenies and on the other 
to the Rockies. We can not appreciate 
this river system till we hear that the 
Whole coast line of Burope, including the 
Mediterranean, Baltic and Black Seas, is 
only 17,000, or but 1000 more miles than 
the water transportation system at whose 
center St. Louls sits, and that the whole 
coast line of North America on the Atlan- 
tic, Pacific and Arctic oceans is only 31,000 
miles, or less than double that of the Mis- 
sissippi waterways. 

lf it had not been for the railroads, St. 
Louis would have been the great city of 
the center of this continent instead of Chi- 
cago. But the railroads, largely by unfair 
means, have held in check and at times 
really strangled water transportation, and 
it is routes and cheapness of transport that 
finally determine the location and develop- 
ment of great cities. St. Louis has great 
railway systems centering in her, and some 
of her best citizens have been so bound up 
with the development of the railroads 
that they have aided in strangling the 
water system. As a whole, the people of 
St. Louis are blind to their greatest geo- 
graphical advantage. Some day they will 
wake up to it and the“ city, as a whole, 
will determinedly develop the magnificent 
waterways reaching out in every direction 
from this central city. If this is not done 
too late St. Louis can become the first 
city in the Mississippi valley, instead af 
the second. * 

Four flags have floated over the city 
named after Louis IX of “France. In 1764 
Pierre Laclede Liguest, head of the Louis- 
jana Fur Co., founded a trading post on its 
site which was taken possession of by the 
Spaniards in 1768. In 1800 it became French 
again, and in 1803 Napoleon sold it with the 
rest of the Louisiana purchase to the 
United States through Jefferson. But all 
that remains of the foreign days are a few 
names, such is Carondelet, Bon Homme, 
Meramec and a faint flavor in a few old 
families. In fact St. Louis has a large Ger- 
man population and a part of the city is 


have @n opportunity to grow and become | almost as distinctively Teutonic as any city 


on the Rhine. The Germans have been a 

le element in the population, increas- 
ing its repose and stability. It was they 
who held St. Louts against slavery during 
the civil war, much to the surprise of the 
southern element. The rést of the popula- 
tion has been drawn from all over the 
union, but with a large southern element, 
which has given a pleasant tone to social 
Mfé, and an energetic New England mi- 
nority which has impressed its ideals on 
religion and education and actively de- 
eloped business. It is curious to note 
how the prominent names throughout the 
city are those of old New England fami- 
lies. 

St. Louis is a great manufacturing city, 
but ite manufactures have not increased 
with the rapidity ef Chicago's, nor have 
they fallen behind in the last census de- 
cade as have Cincinnati's. Thus the value 
of St. Louis manufactired products wis, 
by the census figures, $114,000,000 in 1880, 
$229,000,000 in 1890 and  §234,000,000 im 1900, 
while Chicago's for these three years was 
$249,000,000, 8065, 000, 00 and $889,000,000, and 
Cincinnati's, $106,000,000, 6188, 000, % and a 
decrease to 88, 000, 00 0. 

St. Louis business has a stability, and 


western city. Her business was affected 
less by the depression of 1893 and the years 
following than that of any western city. 
She has shown an unexpected determina- 
tion, strength and energy in the planning 
and development of her great fair, the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, which al- 
ready runks as one of the mightiest com- 
mercial aud artistic undertakings in the 


i world. 


St. Louis is an artistic city, not so much 
in her architecture and outward adorn- 
ment as in her inward spirit and life. Yet 
she has some fine buildings, among them 
a stately and magnificent railway station, 
a beautiful and well-built city hall, the 
simple but fine Eads bridge across the 
river; and in the Shaw's Gardens, with the 
marble staute of the founder pathetically 
holding a rose in his hand, she possess one 
of the most delightful and artistic pleasure 
grounds in the world. é 


Yet the business part of St. Louis is the 
reverse of handsome. 155 streets, with few 
exceptions, are not wide, and the small 
parks and vistas. are few. While much 
of the business part is now being rebuilt 
with massive and lofty buildings, they are 
soon blackened with the soft coal soot 
from her factory chimneys, and the city 
looks grimy and dirty. The air is almost 
always murky. St. Louis is not as smoky 
as Pittsburg, but it is bad enough, and the 
continual murk and dinginess must have 
its depressing effect on the character of 
the people and city. A lady ean not wear a 
light dress or gloves for one hour on the 
streets without gathering so much dirt 
that they need cleaning. The result is 
that street costumes are dim and dark. 
A St. Louis street scene lacks the gaiéty 
of one in Denver or New York. 

If I were asked to personify St. Louis 
I would picture a man, still young and 
full of youthful vigor. His hand is large 
and strong, and it grasps yours with a 
warmth that is infectious. The face is open 
and pleasing, with frank, clear eyes, a 
strong chin, a winning smile and a bear- 
ing that makes you feel he is reliable. 
His dress is comfortable and easy, in style, 
but not ultra- fashionable. He does not 
exert himself to surpass rivals, not to heap 
up untold wealth, yet while he works, he 
works hard and has more money put 
away than most people surmise. But when 
the hours of labor are Over he puts the 
work one side and frankly enjoys life. 
Those who know him litgle, respect but 
do not care for him. Those who know him 
well, honor and love, though occasionally 
one wishes he would get out of certain un- 
pleasant little tricks and mannerisms. A- 
togethtr he is good to know.

Not only private investors, 
the outside public, but great institutions, 
trust companies, danks, insurance com- 
panies, their presidents, directors and other 
officers have seen great sums of their 
money shrink and fade away into shadows 

These losses would doubtless have been 
taken with more equanimity but for the 
exposure in the investigation of the United 
Giates Shipbuilding Co. scandal, which 
have created something more than a sus- 
oicion throughout the financial district 
that Mr. Morgan's firm may have em- 
nioyed the same methods in the United 
Steel Corporation .and the International 
Mercantile Marine (the Atlantic Steamship 
Trust) that were uncovered by the ship- 
yards investigation. And in this connection 
it should be said that some hold the be- 
Mef that the shipyards investigation is 
only part of a huge subterranean engine 
devised and constructed in the inner office 
of John D. Rockefeller to pull down Mr. 
Morgan from his dazzling pinnacle end 
grind his réputation into dust. 

Three great blows were struck at Mr. 
Morgan during the year just closed. They 
were telling blows, as they showed that 
his highly eulogized: judgment in launch- 
ing new enterprises was at least as faulty 
as other men’s. 

Some people do not content themselves 
with saying that Mr. Morgan merely com- 
mitted errors of judgment in creating such 
top-heavy enterprises as the Steel Corpora- 
tion and the Mercantile Marine, asserting 
that he was actuated solely by the mo- 
tive to gather into his own strong boxes 
every available dollar held by the publio.

These have a nominal value 
now of about 1, but no large amount of 
them can be marketed at that price. There 
is no market at all for large quantities. 
British and Buropean investors lost little 


but they did lose heavily in the- steel cor- 
porafion and the Mercantile Marine Co. 
These foreign losses account in a measure 
for the feeling of hostility for Mr. Morgan 
abroad. 

Another matter which has trritated the 
losers in the Morgan ventures is that 
neither Mr. Morgan himself nor his firm 
has lost any. He is probably richer by 
millions today than a year ago, as far 
as money goes, mo matter how he lost in 
apeculation.

IN AMERICA SAYS GWYNN TOMKINS

NEW ‘YORK, Jan 2—Steeplechasing, or 
cross-country racing, as it is called by its 
enthusiastic devotees, the spectacular part 
of “the sport of kinga, is destined to en- 
joy a boom in the immediate future, ac- 
cording to Gwynn Tompkins, Amerj<a's 
greatest’ authority on the subject. 

The steeplechasing of two decades ago 
will be revived, in the -opinion. of Mr. 
Tompkins. He says the horse of today are 
as good as those of the days when the 
sport was famous. But he sadly -leclares 
there are no jockéys now, amateur or pro- 
fessional, like those of the brilliant past. 

Tompkins is Known as the 3 of 
steeplechasing. 

This season he won $4,000 with horses 


event of this kind during -the past sum- 
mer extept the Champion Stakes at Mor- 
ris Park, when his crack horse, Lavator, 
came to grief accidentally, after victory 
was practically assured. 

It ig the element of danger in steeplechas- 
ing that makes it exhiliarating and en- 
trancing. It draws larger crowds to club- 
house and grand stand than any other, 
class of, turf events and it thrills veteran 
recatrack followers as nothing else can. 

“What are the. salfent points in a 
thoroughbred necessary to make a good 
steeplechase wrong OA Mr. Tompkins was 
asked. 

“Good shoulders, ‘tela and back. I am 
not always governed by conformation in 
a horse as to his ability to carry weight. 
Lavator, one of the best horses I ever 
trained, would not de called a weight 
carrier by most horsemen. On the flat ne 
could scarcely carry a small amount of 
weight. In the steeplechase field’ he is able 
to pick up at least 530 pounds more and 
run successfully. 4 good jumper, however, 
must have fine shoulders, which run back 
to a nice angle. All the strain ot a steeple- 
chase horse comes on the Shoulders. for 
they have to stand, the brunt of the rise 
and fall in the leaps. It is horses with light 
straight shoulders that invariably fall. 


Good Steep 

Must Be Natured 

“A horse to make a good steeplechaser 
must be a cheerful and willing disposition: 
he must be quick and alert and possess a 
good turn of speed. A fast horse invariably 
makes a good steeplechase horse, but the 
same rule does not app'y to hurdle racers. 
There are so many twists and turns in a 
steeplechase that a fast horse secures a 
rest between each jump. The contest is 
simply a succession of sprints. In the 
‘hurdle race. however, where the obstacles 

more than a quarter of a mite apart, 

a horse to be a .top-notcher at this game 
must possess stamina. The steeplechase 
horse to be highly successful must—in the 
parlance of the hunting field—be able to go 
over the top of the ground. In other 
words, his action must be nice and low and 
level.

Both of these men have fights on their 
hands, but I have no hesitation in saying 
that Munroe will not only beat Sharkey 
when they meet but he will knock him out. 
Further, Attell in shape and at 122 pounds, 
will dispose of Harry Forbes, though he 
lost to the same man two years ago, when 
I first brought him to the front. Attell's 
coming battle is not, however, a champlion- 
ship affair. 

By winning from Sharkey, Munroe will 
have a sure claim on Jeffries for a battle.“

one.

~ OW THE DIAMOND 


Suicide and Murder Cut Their Tragic 
Shadows on the Baseball 
Field. 


Death's official averages, scored in bell- 
dom during 1908, have not yet been pro- 
mulgated, but typ dying year was marked 
by the passing of more than one famous 
maker of baseball history. Suicide and 
murder cast their tragic shadowe upon the 
diamond field and one son wf Swat moynt- 
ed the gallows and gave his life in expi- 
ation for the crime he had committed. \Ac- 
cident was responsible for the end of sen- 
eral others. The suicide of Winifred Mer- 
cer at San Francisco on Jan. 12, and the 
mysterious drowning fo Edward Delehanty 
in the Niagara river on July 2 will rate as 
the most startling of the year’s baseball 
tragedies. On May 19 Tony Wittkow, a 
Milwaukeean in the Three I League, while 
enjoying a day off on the river, near De- 
catur, III., was drowned. On April 17 John

That investigation continued until Novem- 
ber, and resulted in the indictment of 14 
officials and 19 others.

“I was pleased to see in several of the 
theaters that exits were marked with fresh 
signs, and I was shocked to learn that the 


exit doors were in charge of boys, most 
of whom are furnished to the house as 
ushers by men who have the privilege of 
selling books and candies in the audiences. 

“At the Grand I made a discovery. On 
the west side of the balcony I found an ex- 
it, Which after five or ten minutes’ work 
was opened. It lead into a 3-foot passage 
and stairway. At the bottom of the stair- 
way was a wooden door, much obstructed 
by rubbish. No one could open it. We had 
to finally force it open, using a post as a 
battering ram. I*venture to say that not 
one patron of the theater knew of this ex- 
it and it certainly had never been used. 
An iron ladder leads from this passage 
straight up to the gallery, a difficult, if not 
wholly impractical fire escape. 

At several of the theaters I found the 
exits coVered with draperies, but in. each 
instance the management acceded to my 
request to have them removed so that 
the exit doors would be in full view of the 
audience. 

“Every theater in St. Louis is provided 
with an ‘asbestos’ curtain. Several of 
these, I am sure, are of the same quality 
as the curtain in the Iroquois Theater. I am 
having a careful inspection made of all of 
these curtains and some other matters. 
I know of but one curtain in the city that 
would be of any value in case of fire. This 
is in the Standard Theater. It is three- 
eighths of an inch thick with a wire back- 
ing. The stage of the Standard complies 
with all the requirements we could make. 
It has ample fire-extinguishing apparatus, 
easily accessible and is fireproof in es- 
sential parts. The exits for the stage 
people are sufficient, but the audience is 
not so well provided for as it should be 
and I have been assured that it will be re- 
modeled so that in case of fire or panic 
the audience can get out with safety. We 


’ fire-extinguishing apparatus, four are at work now upon the revision of the 


building laws, which if passed by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, will enable us to Insist 
upon all proper safeguards for the property 
and lives.

NEED METAL CURTAINS. 


1 hope to see embodied in the law a sec- 


tion compelling the theaters to have metal 


curtains, and brick precenium arches. The 
arch should be constructed with a deep 
groove on elther side with rollers between 
which the metal curtain should be low- 
ered. The curtain should not be rolled or 
folded, but in one piece and lifted vertically 
off the stage. If properly installed it could 
never become stuck, but would fall when 
needed of its own weight and effectually 
close in the stage from the auditorium, I 
do not believe that automatic sprinklers 
are necessary or safe. So much light is 
used on the stage that frequently the con- 
sequent heat would reach the fusible point 
of the plugs in the sprinklers and cause a 
deluge which would at least damage much 
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two floors. 


Gallery Is Dark 
During the Play. 


Two windows. also open from the east 
gallery wall of the theater into this area, 
but no fire escapes are provided. At the 
time the examination was made, dufing the 
progress of the play yesterday afternoon, 
the gallery was almost in darkness. The 


management says, however, that the lights 
could be turned on in an instant, if the 
necessity arose.

On the ole, or west wall of the balcony, 
two more exits are provided, both fire es- 
capes. One of these connects with the stair- 
case descending from the gallery, while the 
other has ‘a clear descent into the alley. 
The fire escapes here, as in the case of the 
mewn have platforms four feet square 
provided. Both doors leading to the plat- 
forms are sheeted with iron and are three 
feet six inches wide. 

The fourth means of egress from the sec- 
ond floor is through a doubje door, six feet 
wide, leading into the New St. James Motel. 
This door is bolted. As in the case of the 
gallery, just without the exit is a window 
connecting with the fire escape in the area. 
Two windows, having no fire escape con- 
nections, but directly opposite and but four 
feet. from windows in the hotel, are placed 
on the east wall of the balcony. 

From the balcony boxes stairways two 
feet wide descend to the parquet. 

The balcony was well lighted,.even during 
the progress of the performance and the 
exits were plainly vis{ble. 

Entering the first floor from the street 
through a foyer—a passage 2 feet wide, 
and into which descends the balcony stair- 
way—immediately to left of the double 
doors, six feet wide, and on the east wall 
of the auditorium, are two windows, three 
feet wide, which open on the area referred 
to before. This area is but four feet wide 
and the windows of the theater directly 
face windows leading to the stores on the 
Broadway side of the building. 

Walking around the back of the auditor- 
lum 1 found on the west side of the 
house two doors, six feet wide, leading to 
the alley. One of these is always open. 
The other is kept bolted. With it the cate- 

ory of exits is complete. No entrances 
ead from the first floor to the stage. 


House Emptied 
in Eight Minutes. 


By means of four exits the house. under 
ordinary conditions, is said by employes to 
be vacated after seven or eight minutes. 

The management says that with all the 
eleven exits in operation it could be ac- 
complished in one-third that time. 

The Olympic has an asbestos fire curtain 


which is raised or lowered on wires. It 
is always let down prior to the overture 
and raised later until the close of the r- 
formance. This is done to make sure that 
it is in workire order. 

This summary brings the total width of 
exita that can. by any possible means be 
called direct, to § feet. This total does 
not include six windows, those mentioned 
as opening on the area and facing win- 
dows four feet distant which open into 
other parts of the building; 
staircase which descends from the balcony 
to the foyer and the four-foot stairway 
from gallery to the second floor.

Thé Century 

Six hundred people can be seated on the 
first floor of the Century Theater. In case 
ef emergency four exits could be used. 
There are four aisles on this floor. They 
are 4 feet wide. 

The main entrance, which is 12 feet wide, 
lende from the foyer into a lobby room, 


[which is 30 feet long and 16 feet wide. | 


From this room the street hallway is 
reached through a pair of glass doors, one 
of which is open during performances. 
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carried. It is five feet above the floor of 
the stage. Another exit leads into the al- 
ley by means of a short flight of tsairs 


three feet wide. The third exft is through 
a storeroom, now used as dressing rooms. 
This leads to Locust street. 

From the basement under the stage is a 
passageway 2 the boiler rooms of 
the Century building. This passageway 
reaches the arcade of the building by means 
of a wooden flight of stairs three feet wide. 

A city fireman is detalled on the stage at 
each performance, and’there are four lines 
of fire hose, each fifty feet long and ready 
for use, on the stage. There is an asbestos 
curtain. 

Two trom fire escapes in the alley consist 
of iron stairs with railings.

The Columbia 


The matinee performance was on when 
I visited the Columbia Theater Saturday 
afternoon. I went from the pg@rquet to the 
gallery, staying a while in the first and 
second balconies, and examining the exits 
in each part of the theater. 

I looked at each aisle and went either up 
or down each stairway. ; 

I tried the doors that were accessible and 
crossed St. Charles street to look at the 
fire escapes. 

My observation gave me knowledge of the 
following facts: 

There are seven exits on the main floor 
of the Columbia Theater. They are marked 
with six-inch letters, placed just above 
them. Three of them are on the St. 
Charles street side. The one farthest front 
is seven feet wide, the other two are eight 
feet in width. 

They are bolted with ordinary light door 
bolts, such as are used in houses. The 
first is accessible to the wall aisle and the 
persons in the boxes on the St. Charles 
street side of the theater. 

The two back ones can be reached from 
the rear of the parquet. 

The other four exits are at the main 
entrance of the theater and adjoin each 
other. They open into the Sixth street 
vestibule and each has a width of 6 feet. 

There are four aisles on the main 
floor leading down to the stage. Each 
is 3 feet in width. The wall aisles are 
narrowed in some places by the shape of 
the wall. , 

The space back of the parquet seats 
is two and oge-half feet. There is no 
exit on the so&th side of thehouse. 

There are three marked exits in the 
first balcony. There is a fourth way of 
leaving both the first and sechnd bal- 
conies, but it is unmarked.

They are made of iron. The staira to 
the first balcony have a marble landing 
midway 10x5 feet. At the top of the 
stairs is an open space which leads tu 
both balconies.

There are four aisles in the first bal 
cony. Their width is from 4 feet 6 
inches to 3 feet. As in the parquet the 


wall lessens the width of the aisles in 
places. 


Balcony Seats 
Two Feet Apart. 


The seats are 2 feet apart, measured 
from back to back. In the rear of the 
last seats is a wooden abutment the length 
of the seats and two and one-half feet 
in width. 

ee aisles are wooden atairs They 
by five-inch steps, with landings at 
intervals of three steps. 

Two exits are on the St. Charles side. 
The lower one, just back of the i» 
17 off from the wall aisle t 
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the word “‘Exit’’ is printed in black letters 
plainily visible from all parts of the house, 
and not concealed by draperies. 

On the first floor I found two exits be- 
sides the open entrances. Both were on 
the east side of the building. There were 
none on the west side, in their places being 
doors leading to the uskers’ and smoking 
rooms. 

The entranees, however, extend almost 
across the rear of the auditorium. The 
dangerous feature of this arrangement is 
that, instead of being able to move in three 
or four directions and secure escape, the 
audience is compelled to move virtually in 
one direction, which causes delay and 
crowding. 


Padlocked Door 


Bars a Stairway. 

There are two wooden stairways six feet 
wide leading from the foyer into the bal- 
cony. Both lead into the sides of the bal- 
cony. Yesterday afternoon that on the east 
was opened and used as the entrance. That 
on the west was closed by a padlocked door 


half way up the stairs. 

Besides these two, there are five exits 
to fire escapes, three on the east 
side of the building and two on the west. 
Wood and iron doors protecting them were 
closed and barred. The fire escapes onto 
which these exits open are broad iron stair- 
ways, with landings before each exit. 

Two wooden stairways five feet wide lead 
from the street to the gallery. Each has 
four landings and turns. Only the one at 
the west side was in use yesterday, the 
other being closed.

On both 
floors a row of seats backa up close to the 
stairway. and the aistes turn sharply in 
every direction. Crowds N from 
these \various aisles would be likely to 
eame in collision at these paints with 
disastrous results. 

Throughout the matinee yesterday the 
Alsles were kept free of obstruction, 
and persons standing were all at the rear 

house. There were no chairs in

In addition to the maln entrance there 
are, windows directly overlooking Locust 
street. There is a door and there are 
windows on each floor directly ovérlooking 
a wide yard west of the theater. There 
is one door, and there were a large number 
of windows overlooking St. Charles street 
from the rear of the stage. There are 
windows overlooking Fourteenth street on 
the upper floors.

There is a door from the stage on Four- 
teenth street. There are two staircases 
from the balcony, and a separate staircase 
from the gallery leading to Lucas place. 
There are also fire escapes leading from a 
single exit in the gallery and in the balcony 
on the west side of the building. 

A church formerly accupied the site of 
this theater. The auditorium and the stage 
are portions of the old church. The front 
and sides of the building are comparatively 
new.

James H. Strong went to the theater with 
him wife, his mother and his niece, Miss 
Tina Strong. When the, panic began Mr. 
Strong led the twa women and the gir} 
toward an exit in the center of the bal-/ 
cony, toward which he saw a few people 
hastening. On artiving at the door he 
found it locked. : 

I jumped up. he said, “caught the edge 
of the transom in my fingers, drew my- 
self up and smashed the window in the 
transom. I had found it impossible to open 
the door and thought that possibly I might 
open it from the outside. I dropped to the 
fioor on the outside and to my horror 
found that the door was locked with a 
padlock afd hasp. I did all in my power 
to loosen the hasp, but it was too strang 
for me. 

“Just then a carpenter with some tools 
in his hand came running up, and I told 
him to help me open the door and we 
should be able to sdve a large number of 
the people on the inside. We worked and 
pulled and tugged at the padlock like crazy 
men, but could make no impression on it. 

“The carpenter had a hatchet, and with 
this and our combined weight, we tried to 
break the,door down. This was also out of 
the question, and I then told the other man 
to give me a boost so that I could repass 
the transom and pass people out to him. 
He helped me up and I got the upper. por- 
tion of my body through the transom’ and 
looked for my family. They were standing 
just beneath me, but just at that moment 
the flames swgpt through the balcony and 
I don’t believe that any of those who were 
in there then escaped. 

“I inhaled flames and, in trying to hang 
on and at the same time avoid the fire, 
I lost my grip and fell back into the hall- 
way outside. The carpenter picked me up 
and I urged him to help me back, and that 
is about all I can remember except that he 
dragged me off. I suppose, though, it 
would have been no use If he had raised me 
through the transom again. I do not see 
how it was possible for any of my family 
to escape. I think that a great many more 
people could have been saved if that door 
had not been padlocked.“

The first ‘shacks’ that went up in this curious settle 
ment were for the accommodation of employes of the St 
Louis Transit Co., the motormen and conductors of the 
division whose offices and carsheds are located on the op- 
posite corner. It is a busy junction and transfer point, !s 
that corner. and a little eating place in an abandoned street 
car was the first Bolivar Town structure. Trade was good 
and soon there was a tiny laundry, followed by a barber 
shop. Next an enterprising cobbler set up his bench in 
a corner of one of the ramshackle old cars that had been 
placed on the veteran retired list. All this Vegan about 
three years ago. 

Then came the first steps of preparation for the World 
Fair, and the next development was the capture of Bulivar 
Town by the Itatlan forces of invasion. 

These were Bolivar Town's dyed-in-the-wool squatters. 

The first settlers paid a nominal rent for the ground they 
occupied, a dollar a month in some instances. The children 
of art's chosen country, the blue-skied Italia, paid no rent. 
The land was theire. and the fatness thereof, they seemed 
to think, without money and without price. 

They set up and pegged down their tents at the fur south- 
ern extremity of Bolivar Town, and soon the surrounding 
atmosphere became redolent with the smell of cooking 
macaroni and apeghett! and garlic and ontons, and musical 
with the soft Latin speech of the aliens who paid no rent 
Alo, at times. this same atmosphere was less fragrant 
taking on the feverish odors of decaying vegetation and 
rotting animal matter, for Italian squatters are not the 
cleanest housekeepers in the world. And. too, the soft Latin 
speech oceasionally shrilied or deepened to the harshnesr 
of anger and profanity, as family and other disputes among 
the Itallans caused a “rough house”—or perhaps ove should 
say a rough tent. But this is aside from the main issue. 

The Roman conquerors of Bolivar Town were engaged in 
World's Fair plastic arts. They may be described as sub- 
stratum artists, the hodcarriers of the muse of sculpture, 
so to speak. They sweated at the calling in which their 
fellows of a higher class dreamed and conceived and cre- 
ated. ’ ,

ing those hours the tented quarter of Bolivar Town was de-

town's breadwinners. But from early twilight until late 
in the starry night, Bolivar Town was vital with pictur- 
esquenéss and rich in foreign color. 

It is u vividly spectacular one-side-of-a-street town any- 
way. The first humian habitation you encounter is that of 
the original laundryman of Bolivar Town, whose domicile is 
in a street car. Next is a shoeshop, flanked by The World's 


Fair Barber Shop.“ both of these establishments also finding 


street car homes. Then, as you walk southward, comes a 
lunchroom under canvas, the tent proper being reinforced 
n round the bottom by a circle of corrugated iron. Another 
laundry, this time in a tent, next demands the visitor's at- 
tention, and adjoinirg it is a second lunchroom in a tent. 
with aristocratic glass-paned windows and a stately stove- 
pipe aspiring heavenward. 

The “Blue Front Lunchroom" follows, being a tent with 
cerulean trimmings around the edges. 

And then you reach the most ambitious structure in Bolli- 
var Town, a saloon in a brick home, one corner of which is 
occupied by a barber shop. Shoulder to shoulder with this 
combination of liquor and lather is a “shack” poolroom for 
psychic recreation and gentle bodily exercise, and then you 
pass into the “squatter’’ settlement proper, the tented Bol- 
ivar Town of the sons and daughters of Italy. This is the 
section where the enforced hegira has already become per- 
ceptible in effects, the principal tent contingent having now 
moved about 300 feet to the rear, eastward of its original 
Bolivar Town lines. 

It is here that one is instantly enveloped in the glamour of 
Bolivar Town as a foreign colony. 

If, perchance, you choose to visit Bolivar Town “by the 
pale moonlight.“ as Sir Walter Scott would say, or prefera- 
bly for spectacular results on a night when the sky is over-

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cast with clouds, you will witness an Itallan gypsy scene 
that needs only the music.of I Trovatore“ to make it per- 
fect—and some say that the “anvil chorus’ may be heard 
as matters now stand, because certain of the Italians are

rate, it’s a spirited picture, the many tents aglow with the 
gleaming of campfires, cloaked and belted figures passing to 
and fro between shadow and firelight, dusky women and sloe- 
eyed children, with dreamful faces, grouping themselves in 
unconscious gracéfulness on the open-air stage.

And there’s really no reason for telling of those other 
times when Italian discord reigns in the tented quarter or 
Bolivar Town. Of course, we all know that the Latins are 
a hot-tempered People, loving passionately and hating like 
vin, and that a gypsy life of card-playing and woman-wooing 
and occasional visits to the nearest wine shap—and that's 
right next door to the tents of Bolivar Town—is as breedful 
of fights as a bag full of Kilkenny cats, but let's let it go 
at that.

Eagle Feather, Firebrand Among the Sioux, Killed by Wyoming Posse 


ART white, more red; an educated 
P savage who scorned letters himself 
but instructed his offspring in their 
intricacies; with the wisdom of a white 
man and the inetincts of an aborigine. too 
lazy to work and too proud to beg, Eagle 
Feather, the Sioux leader, killed a few days 
ago in a battle with a Wyoming pcrse, 
was a striking figure among his tribesmen. 
His death is a benefit alike to whites and 
reds, ani his passing le attended by few 
regrets. 

In the veins of Eagle Feather ran white 
blood coming down in a much diluted 
strain from some one of LaSalle’s Trench- 
men who met the Sioux on the upper 
reaches of the Mississippi centuries ago. 
In him the white strain was pronounced, 
producing an almost orange tint ot skin 
and an intellect far above that of the or- 
dinary Indian. As a boy on the Pine Ridge 
reservation his mental quickness was no- 
ticed and he.was one of those chosen to 
attend Curlisie. 

At the college he acquired knowledge 
with remarkable ease, and before he left 
he could converse fluently in English, 
French and German and work out the 
most. intricate problem in mathematics. 

On the football team he was a marvel, 
the savageness of his rushes carrying him 
through the most stalwart opposition. 
When his blood becume heated in a geme 
his ferocious temperament evinced itself, 
and he was a veritable butcher, go much 
eo that he was not permitted to contest 
with teams of other colleges. To maim a 
player seemed to give him pleasure, and 
he lost no opportunity to plant his foot 
on a prostrate opponent's face, 

He left Carlisle in 1890, and returned to 
the reservation. During His absence the 
batule of Wounded Knee h taken place 
ond his father was one of the ves left 
dead on the sanguinary field.

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sheathed steamer, as solid as oak and steel 
can make her, not a sailing ship wii. a puny 
auxiliary engine. 

I must have a ship strongly built in the first 
place, then strengthened with trusses and bulk- 
heads to the maximum degree possible, with 
steel-plated stem and bows, with engines of 
American make, exponents of American skill 
and mechanical ability, combining the maxi- 
mum of power with the minimum of weight 
and space; engines capable of developing the 
same power as the big ocean-going tugs in New 
York harbor today; with no unnecessary top 
hamper in hte way of rigging; only a clean, 
simple fore-and-aft rig, with spike bowsprit. 

Such ship would steam north at quarter 
speed, and would ram the ice floes at quarter 
speed; but when she encountered the broken 
floes, held together by the pressure of the wind 
or the tides, would turn on her full power and 
be able to push and wedge her way steadily 
through the mass, even if only at the rate of 
two knots an hour. It is not speed that I 
require, but slow brute power. 


Ship to Nahe Dash Is Needed. 

The requirements of my problem are not at 
all as in Antarctic or in previous Arctic ex- 
peditions. These demanded a ship with full 
sail power and engines of low power and great 
economy of coal consumption, enabling her to 
remain out a long time and cover long dis- 
tances at slow speed. What I require is a ship 
which will drive me through a distance of 350 
miles, even if she burns every ton of coal she 
can carry. A depot of coal at Sabine or Little- 
ton Island and the natural coal veins at Dis- 
covery Harbor will enable her to get back; and 
even if she does not the party will not be en- 
dangered. Its members can walk back. 

The second stage of my work comprises the 
sledge trip from the northern shore of Grant 
Land to the pole and back again. The re- 
quirements for this trip are such refinement 
of equipment, methods and personnel as will 
permit an average daily rate of advance that 
will enable me to cover the distance of 500 
miles out and an equa! distance back on the 
rations forming a maximum sledge load at 
starting. 

As my basis for my feeling that I may be 
able to give a good account of this portion of 
the journey, is the fact that the average air- 
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line distance from start to finish of my four 
journeys in the same latitudes in the year 1892, 
1895, 1900 and 1902 is a little greater than 
the air-line distance from the northern shore of 
Grant Land to the pole. The air-line distance 
of my sledge journey in the spring of 1900 is 
such that had my starting point been as far 
north as Abruzzi’s it would have carried me to 
the pole, or if my starting point had been as 
far north as Nansen’s or the northern shore of 
Grant Land it would have carried me beyond 
the pole and ‘back again. 


Three Prime Factors at This Stage. 

The prime factors in this part of the jour- 
ney are: 

First—My own practical experience, cover- 
ing 12 years, and the refinement of methods 
and equipment resulting therefrom. 

Second—The utilization of the Eskimos as 
dog drivers; and, 

Third—The utilization of dogs instead of 
men for tractive power. 

In regard to the Eskimos, it can be easily 
understood that these people of all people upon 
the face of the earth are best fitted to form the 
rank and file of an Arctic party. Life and work 
in that region is their natura] heritage. Never 
has their assistance been so valuable as it is 
now. 


It is my intention to practically redistribute 
the entire tribe in such a way as to afford me 
the most assistanee, leaving the less effective 
ones at my sub-base at Cape Sabine, where 
they will be within reach of the walrus hunt- 
ing grounds; establish intermediate families be- 
tween there and the northern shore of Grant 
Land, and take the pick and flower of the tribe 
with me on board of the ship to winter at the 
most nerthern base and form my party across 
the polar pack. 

The proper unit for effective work in the 
Aretic regions of the Western Hemisphere 
above 76 degrees north latitude is a team of 
six or eight good dogs and a sledge with a load 
not to exceed 500 pounds at the maximum to 
each man. This gives a traveling unit of max- 
imum speed and radius of reach. The heavy 
man sledge of four, six, eight or even twelve 
men. with a load from 1000 to over 2000 pounds, 
is the lest kind of sledge in the wor'd for 
rapid progress in northern latitudes. 


The advantages of my plan and route are a 
fixed land base 100 miles nearer the pole than 
on any other route; a more rigid ice pack ex- 
tending poleward than is to be found on the 
opposite side of the pole; a wider land base 
upon which to retreat and a well-beaten line 
of communication and retreat from winter quar- 
ters to comparatively low latitudes, which is 
practicable at any season of the vear. 

i helieve that my experience, gained in 
years of practical work, my special methods of 
travel and equipment, the evolution of years“ 
practical work; my personal acquaintance with 
every feature of my chosen route and region, 
and my command of the full resources and ut- 
most efforts of the entire little tribe of Whale 
sound hyperboreans, who have lived and worked 
with me for years, give substantial reasons for 
anticipating a successful outcome of an expedi- 
tion based on the above lines. 


Ofd Glory on Top of the Earth. 


If land exists anywhere between the northern 
shore of Grant Land and the pole it would 
simplify my work and reduce its difficulties 50 
per cent. And the possibility is there; an iso- 
lated island continent, an Arctic Atlantis, with a 
fauna and flora of its own, with one day and 
one night in the year, lying there through the 
blinding days and opaque nights of countless 
geological ages, as completely isolated from the 
world as if it were on Mers. 

Think of the satisfaction of lifting ‘such a 
land out of the heart of the Polar Sea with the 
stars and stripes of “Old Glory!” Think of 
writing upon that land some name to endure in- 
delibly till that day when “the heavens shal! 
wither like a scroll,” to show forever that we 
own the top of the earth! 

The sense of all the foremost geographers, 
practical and theoretical. now converges upon 
the Smith Sound, or “American” route. along 
which I have been working for years past. 

The possibilities of the drift method, as de- 
vised, inaugurated and put into execution by 
Nansen, are acknowledged, but it by no means 
follows that another ship, or even the Fram 
herself, in a second attempt. would be as for- 
tunate as she was in the first voyage. Presuma- 
M Nansen and Sverdrup are advovates of this 
roite, yet neither has, to my knowledge, ex- 
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pressed a desire to repeat the esperience of the 
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Fram’s voyage. Bernier is reported as con- 
templating a similar voyage. 

The so-called Franz Josef Land route is advo- 
cated by Wellman, Baldwin and Mr. Ziegler. 
If there are others I do not recall them at pres- 
ent. Payer and Weyprecht, Leigh Smith, Jack- 
son, Wellman, Abruzzi and Baldwin have all 
exploited the Franz Josef Land route with 
greater or less success. Of these various expe- 
ditions, however, Abruzzi's is the only one that 
has succeeded in pushing beyond the north- 
ern limit of the Franz Josef Archipelago. He 
uncompromi-ingly advocates the Smith Sound, 
or “American” route, as follows:
